AMERICAN tv, FILIPINO APPOINTMENTS, 

Tn somo of the provinces, the reprosentatives 
of the municipalities who met the Commission 


asked that proference bo given to Americans in | 


the appointments: in order that the proviucial 
machinery might he started right. ‘ho Com- 
mission hys appointed, however, more Filipinos 
than Americans.to the office of Governor: In 
every instance except one, the Americans 
appointed were army officers, most of them 
volunteers whos mililary service is about to 
end, Suggestions for such appointments often 
camo from natives, showing that officers whose 
semi-civil duties brought them in contact wi h 
the people,-not infrequently commanded auch 
respect and uffection as to make them the choice 


for tho pexformanco of duties wholly ciril—quite 


as often American appointments were’ to be 
explained by faction feoling, ranging so high | 
that the Commission chose this way of steering 
clear of it in its own work. . 

There were several reasons for giving the 
natives proference whenever it could ba done 
without friftiow. Since the Governor ig .to 
be tho. only one of the five provincial officers 
elected, the probabilit‘es “are that natives 
generally will hold that place. By starting 
with a native, the Commission may escape 
criticism that might otherwise possibly be 
leveled: at it hereafter on this sere. The 


| Provincial Board for acdthinistrative parposas 


is to consist of the Governor, the Treasurer 
and the Supervisor, the last two- of whom, 
beginning ‘with the next official year, are 
to ba selected under tho provisions and 
restrictions of the Civil Services Act. In 
view of tho high requirements that bar the 
way to theso two. offices, the prob.b lities are 
that for somo years both of thess offiess will be 
held by Americans in nearly overy provines. 
The two offlcors will constitute a thajority of 
tho Provincial Board. In other wards, the 
immediato control of provincial affairs will bo 
in Amorican hands, although natives may hold 
three of the tiva. provincial offices, Tho Seere- 
tary is merely a recorder und keoper of records, 
and the Fiscal attends to law work for the 
province aud its. municipslitie). In cases jn 
which natives may ceaso ty remain a minority 
in the Provincial Board, the law provides sich 
supervisory and corrective power in the central 
governm utas to make provincial udwinistra- 
tion a dungerous undottaking, At uearly wh 
of thi mectings ii provinciul capitals, emphasis 
was ‘laid on the peime importanco of patlie 
service for the public good. Natives cannot 
fail to. understand what is expectad in this 


regard, or that it is the intenzion, so far ag

to military commanders, has had some beueficial 
offect. A few slaves haye thus appealed unt 
boon set freo,” Their owners so-far have made 
uo fuss over this action.” Now comes nows 
from Zamboanga tliat Datto Nando there has 
Assued a sort of emancipation ediot in rélution 
to slaves in. his district. .Thia ‘does: not -mean’ 
much numerically; but if is encouraging ns an’ 
indication that the problem may almost worl:

Thero is no tribe hostile to Americans, and 
many of them are quite friendly. . If they shall 
havo careful handling in the fature, through 
civil agency, with tho retontion of a military 
forco as a visible oxprersion of power, they may 
become good subjects, Tho man who under- 
takes to do this will have a taek that will call 
upon hisingenuity, his patience and his aptitude 
for dealing with human material that has here. 
tofore alituys been nnwieldy and unmanagea)le. 
It was not many years ago that the tribes wero 
agyrossive., All through the Visayas may be 
seon wetch-towera that were built and oceupied 
by ratives as lookouts, that the people might 
bo warned of the approach of mvage invaders. 
Moros sont out their shell tleots over seus often 
turbulent, usually taking back with them booty 
and. somvtinies slaves. So mnch has been said 
by everybody agninst ihe Spaniards that it is a 
relief to Im uble to give them credit for having 
pnt.a stop to that as well as to the piracy that 
infested those waters. But.the Spaniards could 
never do much with the tribes except defensive- 
ly, ‘Tho nearest they came to accomplishing: 
ronults by aggression was when they laid x'bed 
for-a railroad {rom Tligan te Luko Lanav, in 
Mindanne,“took two or three ganboats up 
to the lako and dumped them there, after 
shelling the people away from the shores. Tho 
railroad onterprise failed; and the Amoricans 
may fish out the gunboats should they ever wish 
to disperse the Soro settlement of 250,900 
people at the luke. On the other hand, these 
very instrnments may now be turned to uccount- 
in a way to enlist Mora co-operation and on- 
couragement, Ifthe Moros could be eonvinesd 
that there were no menacing intentions toward 
them,.and that ready accoss to tho coast, by rail 
orany other kind of road, would bring: them 

trade, money, and protection, it is by no means 
certain that they would oppose the improve- 
mont. They aro gifted with natpral xhrowduess, 
they havo an eye for tho main chance, and if 
| they believe, as-they say and act, that they will 

have fair play, thore is no telling how far their 
disposition might he monded for the acceptance 
of suggestions in relation to othor things.
